Now, thanks to increased information sources 
in the Periodical Department, it is possible for 
students and patrons to explore a broad field 
of subjects In the LLRC. In step with expanding 
coverage of Issues in areas such as education, 
politics, social sclence, business, and the Arts, 
the number of research sources available has 
been given a significant boost. 


Each month, new machines, with monthly 
updates, discs, and other equipment, are 
added. Started just over a year ago as an 
adjunct to the Periodical Department, the 
Database System Division (CD-ROMs) - to- 
gether with microfiche, microfilm, and hard 
copy - now produces the major source for 
Indexing and accessing current Information in 
the LLRC, Here is a list of the CD-ROM dota- 
bases currently available in the LLRC. (Some 
are accessible at more than one computer 
station. All are attached to printers.) 


INFOTRAC Creates speedy access to 11,000 
titles - Including the New York Times, Wall Street 
Joumal, and The Harvard Business Review - 
dating back for more than three years. Full 
article retrieval is available in the BUSINESS 
COLLECTION (microfilm delivery of 400 intema- 
tional, natlonal, and regional perlodicals 
covering the many aspects of business, man- 
agement, economics, and Industry) and THE 
MAGAZINE COLLECTION (microfilm delivery of 
250 general interest titles available back to 
1982). 


NEWSBANK Newspaper articles from over 450 
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U.S. cities - Including the local 
area - organised according 
to subject. Beside GENERAL 
NEWSBANK, other databases 
available In this system are 
BUSINESS, FILM & TELEVISION,
